He is made unto us 
Wifdome, Righteoufnefs, Sandification and Redemption. And 
allthe Promifes of God are in him Tea > and in him Amen. 
How rationally therefore doth living love to Chrift {pring 
out of this root ? l > - 
Becaufe of their full expectations from him for the future, 
even unto foul fatisfa&tion and that to eternity. Many 
chearing cordials are handed to Chriftians from Chrift 
here upon earth;in which regard he doth lye as a bundle of

which the Apoftle mentioneth as a matter of high joy and 
holy triumph. Whereas Solomon telleth us, that æ friend 
loveth at all times and that there is a friend that fticketh clo- 

fer then a brother; this may moft truly be applyed'unto our 
loving friend Chrift Jefus. This the Text fuggeftechs for 
Chrift did not only love Lazarus while he lived,but called _ 
him friend, even now when he was dead,our friend Lazarus 
sleepeth. 

Secondly the efficiency ofhis love is admirably com- 
fortable, to all fuch who enjoy it.For firft,icworketh 
their deliverance from whatfoever may be grievous and 
dangerous.

blood. Andhence followes deliverance from the curfe of the 
law, and from the wrath tocome. 

Secondly, ic procureth whatfoever. may be joyous un- 
toa fpiritual heart.

twelve-moneth — I riding with him unto Tunbridge 
Wells, he was pleafed to give me the Hiftory of his- 
life from his youth till that time, and fince that time, it 
is well known to many, that no one hath had more 
frequent and familiar converfe with him , then my felf. 
©h how often, and with what meltings hath he pour-- 
- ed forth his heart into my bofome, in reference to all: 
concernments, perfonal, relative, private, publick, com- 
fortable and uncomfortable, which havedeeply affected 
him! My. forgetfulnefle will neceffitate the omiffion 
of many things,and my faithfulnefle with prudence com- 
mand meto conceal: much of that, which to my heart 
fpake aloud his great goodnefle and high commenda- 
tions. Iwill fuggelt the fum of whatI judge moft con- 
venient to difcover,in the report whereof,my foul defi-- 
reth(I hone ) co honour God-, and to profit his peo- 
ple. ¥ f 
He was borne at Wakeficld-in Torkfäire in the year 

1599. When he was fixteen years old he was fent tof am-- 
bridge,and placed a Sizar in Sydney Colledge , where he 
was much valued for his pregnant parts, and Scholarfhip. 
Actwenty yearsofage,having commenced Batchelar of: 
Arts,he was fent unto Okebaméche chief Town in Rutland» 
hire jro teach rhe free-~School] there. About foure yeares 
„after he married (bepbraibad che daughter of Malter wil- 
liam Peachy Minifter of Okeham, aneminent linzuift, a 
godly min and( as Iam informed)s painful Preacher n 

; the- 
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the Gofpel, who dearly loved, and highly valued Ma. ' 
fter Whitaker , from his firft acquaintance to his end; 
whofe affections tohim , wrought on the marriage be- 
twixt himand his daughter. By whom God gave him 
foure fonnes and three daughters; one fonne died ar 
Cambridge, tWo are ordained Minilters, and the other is 
tobe educated for the Miniftery. Haviag ftayed about 
feven years at Okeham , he was removed unto a Paftoral 
charge at Stretton in the fame-County, where he continued 
thirceene yeares, from whence he was called to AZary 
| Magdalen Bermondfey, (with the approbation of many 
. godly Minifters, whom he confulted in the cafe) where 
he after twelve yeares {pent inhis Minifterial charge fi- 
nifhed his courfe npon the firft day of Jane, 165 4.and fell 
afleepin Jefus. He was betwixt fifty five and fifty fix 
yeares old when the Lord was pleafed to take him unto 
himfelf. He was buried in Bermonafey Church Fane the 
fixth, with expreflions of much love froma very great 
multitude of godly perfons, both Minifters and others of 
feveral ranks and conditions, who attended his corps to 
the grave. By reafon of much ftudy,and manifold imploy- 
‚mentsin his calling , he was filled with various bodily 
diftempers from his youth, In the latter part of his time, 
he was for fundry years exercifed frequently with the 
painful difeafes of the gowt and of the ftone. Notwith- 
ftanding che reiteration of thefe tormenting pains, he at- 
tended upon his Miniftery both at home and abroad,while 
he was able to creep into the Puipit,orto crawle unto the 
Congregation. 

But about the beginning of November laft paft,the vio- 
lent paine of che ftone did in fuch meafure and manner ar- 
reft him, that from that time, he continued Gods prifoner 
inhis bed, or chamber, till he was fet free by a long expe- 
ted death. Moft Phyficians in the City were confulted, & 
were from time to time veryready to ferve him with their 
advice: who did unanimoufly conclude, his fharp pains to 
proceed originally from an ulcer in the kidneys, but im- 
mediately from an ulcer in the neck of chebladder,caufed 
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by a continual flux of ulcerons marter dropping down bp. 
on that part: And by reafon of the acutenefle and quicknefs 
of the fenfe there, his paines’ were. almoft altogether in’ 
that place, though the fountain of them was from: the: 
kidneys.: Towatds his end, ( about two moneths ) the. 
paine grew more extreame,yet divine indulgence vouchfa-) 
fed fome abatements and intermiffions, both in thenight.&° 
day. As his death drew nigh,his fits of pain were more fre- 
qaent,either every halfhour,and many times every quarter, 
yea,two or three times in a quarter of an hour,wberby na - 
ture being quite fpent he died in the Lord. After his death.

(at leaft of my knowledge) he adventured to Preach at 
Michaels Cornbil,when he was fcarce ableto get into the 

` Pulpit, and his. friends with much difficulty helped him 
out of the Church homeward. 5. That when he was by’ 
extreame paines taken off from his Miniftery , he would 
fometimes profeffe unto fome fpecial friends, that the 
paine felt was not fo grievous co his Spirit, as his inability 
( by reafon thereof) to manage his wonted work, Many 

-times thefe were his words, If I could but Preach, I fhould 

be much better. And he would rejoyce with chearfulnefs 
and thankfulnefle, when in the times of his weakneffe , 
he found not himfelf more diftempered by his preaching , 
and would mention fuch experiences, as arguments to 
move his friends to yield unto his: Preaching, when they 
did diffwade it as prejudicial. 6, He did zealonfly, upon 
all occafions, both in publick and private defend the of- 

fice of a Gofpel-Miniftery , and efpecially amongft thofe 
perfons, and in fuch places, where ( as he conceived )there 
was moft need. This paflage fell from him with affeion, 
in one of his morning Lectures at Weffminfter: Thought 
have read and heard of fome good men, who unadvifedly 
in their paffion have perfecuted the perfons of fome godly 
Minifters, ( as Afa was angry with the Seer, and caft bim 
into pri’on)yet I never knew,I never read nor heard of any 
godly perfon, who did dare to oppofe checalling of the 
Miniftery. And whereas at the end of his Sermon- a 
fouldier ( exprefling himfelf diffatished with the Ser- 
mon) came to himin private, and asked him, whether he 

‘meant this Miniftery of England, as now confticuted > he 
returned this anfwer, Altbough I will not justifie the calling 
of every individual Minifter inthe Charch of England, (as 
you Gare not juftifie the Saintfhip of every member in your in- 

dependant Congregations) yet I willbe ready when and 
where you pleafe co maintaine the office and calling of En- 
glands A/sniftery at this day. 7. And that he continued 

unchanged in this his eftimation of the calling Minifterial 
may: be manifcfted by one paffage in his laft Will and Te- 
> | flament, 
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Rament,(though it was not long which I will put down in 
his own words, writ with his own hand: For my fon Jere- 
miah, my defireis , that he be bred a Scholar, and that the . 
Lord would fpiritnally incline his heart, freely tó give up him- 
felf tothe Lord, to ferve biminthe work of the Minijtery 5 
which calling andemployment (though now defpifed) l do e- 
fieem above all other in the World, and do commend it to all 
‚mine, thatif the Lord bleffe them with fons they would com- 
mend this calling to their pofterity. Before I paffe from this 
my firft demonftration of bis love to Chrift, I heartily de» 
fire,chat this may be ferioufly confidered , whether there 
be not herein much tocredit and incourage the Miniftery 
of the Gofpel; That a learned man, and fo eminent for 
piety who alfo had throughly ftudied the Controverfies of 
the times againft che Miniftery fhould upon his death-bed, 
give fuch ateftimony unto it , when he daily expected to. 
make up his account before God, and alfo give fo great 
incouragment unto his pofterity , to undertake this cale 
ling now, even now when fuch difgrace is caft upon it,and 
when the Minifters fetled maintenance is threatned to: 
be taken from them? And may not thofe men who know 
Mr. Whitaker's worth be hereby awed, and moved to take’ 
-heed how they oppofle or flight that calling of men,whom: 
he(living and dying) judged tobe fo highly honoured by 
God himfelf?. To allthis adde,that ic was an ordained Mi- 
niftery, which he thus valued, asis evident by chefe two 
things(as by many living teftimonies,)viz,1. Thar he joyn- 
ed with che Claffis whereof he was a Member in ordaining. 
Minifters. 2. That he had an hand in the book lately pab- 
lifhed by the Province of Zondon,in the defence of fuch a 
Miniftery not only by aflent,but alfo by afliftance. 
Secondly, bis love to Chrift was proclaimed by his un- 
wearied faborioufneffe in his Minifterial fervices.1. While 
he continued Schoolmafter at Okeham he undertook a Lec- 
ture there weekly belides many Sermons preached occafi- 
onally in neighbour Congregations, 2. During his abode: 
at Stretton, befides his Paftorall inployment twice every 
Sabbath, his conftant weekly Preaching at Okeham,he was: 
a principal prop to hold up che Leätures in the neighbour-- 
i | hoods: 
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hood. His manner was to fet apart every holy day ( if bus 
one inthe week) asa day of feeking God, in reference 
coche neceflities of the times, and no man was more fre- 
quentin affifting in dayes of humiliation in private both in 
Rutland-fhire,and the adjacent Counties,when ever invited 
„thereto, 3. And fince Gods good providence brought 
him to the neighbourhood of Eondon, he was in labours 
„mare abundant (2 Cor.11.23. ) For the moft part, his fet 
task was foure Sermons weekly. (viz. ) two at home, and 
‚two elfewhere, (viz.) at Weffminfter and Chrifts Church 
„London, or Weftminfter and Stepney, ( ince ke laid down 
` „Chrifts Church~Le@ture)together with two Sermons eve- 
:ty.quarter at Michael Cornhil. Adde hereto his Preaching 
. monethly at the morning-exercife, or afliftance on the 
‘fa-day ac the conclufion thereof, befides occaft- 
onal Sermons for preparation to the Sacrament at his 
own place,and at Funerals,borh at home and abroad: Yea, 
I will clofe up che evidencing of the labours of his dove with 
this true report,(véz ) that he would never deny any tio- 
tion.for preaching ,and praying, if God gave bodily'ability, 
.& other unavoidable occafions did not neceflarily hinder. 
Many week-dayes he preached twice, yea, then when ‘he 
attended the work of the Affembly of Divines, (viz ) the 
morning exercife,eicher at #7e/fminfter or ellewhere,& af- 
terwardsin che afternoon.] here remember the commen- 
dation which St Paul gave of Epaphroditus in his Epiftle to 
Phil230. „the Philippians: For the work of the Lord he was nigh unto 
death, not regarding his life. How farre thisis appliable to 
painfull Mr. Wiraker, multitudes do well know,yea,many 
conceive that his painfull diftempers(which’haftened his re 
moval from us) were caufed and increafed by his many con- 
{tant labours in this kind.Neither were his Sermons jejune 
and dry ‚becaufe thus frequent;but always ful of Scriptures 
{irength favoury & affeQionate,as his Auditors willteftifie. 
Thirdly, Such was his lové to Chrift, that his publick 
Imployments did not take him off from family<duries , 
nor from more private exerciles of communion with God. 
His ordinary courfe was, together with prayers, to ex»

twice every day : and befide other parts of Seripture which 
hedaily read in fecret, he ufually read over all the E- 
piftlesin the Greek Teftament twice every fourtnight: yea 
when by reafon of pain and weaknefle he himfelfcould not 
read, he herein imployed others for his help. Hence it 
was that he was aman mighty in the Scriptures (like un- 
to eA pollo, Att,18.24.) as was obferved by all who conver- 
fed with him. And chiscourfe he earneftly commended to 
che practice of his dearly beloved eldeft fon, as an ex. 
cellent means to make him botha-ready and a profitable

Fourthly, His courage in Chrifts Caufe did much 

commend his ‘love, whereof I will-fuggeft thefe evi- 
dences. l i 

1 . While he lived in Rørland-fhire he refufed to read the 
book allowing of Sports upon the Sabbath, though it was 
with commands and chreatenings preffed upon him. And 
when he wascalled to give in his anfwer, about the colle- 
&tion amongft Minifters co maintain the War againft Scots 
land,he openly told the Bifhop orChancellor that his con- 
fcience could not yield thereto. This his anfwer expos 
fing him to great danger both to lofe. living and liberty 
in chofe times, a neighbour through mifguided love ( com- 
paffionating him and his family ) payed the mo- 
ney, and fabfcribed M’. whitakers name without his 
knowledge. This he was long ignorant of, and when he 
heard it,he exprefled,with many complaints,much grief of 
heart. 

2. Since our times of woful defertion and Apoftafie 
both from Gofpel-Truths and practices, he would un- 
dauntedly in private conferences & in his publick Miniftry 
exprefs his diflike, yea, deteftation thereof to the faces of 
them who too much favoured Error, Herefies and rant- 
ing courfes, though he knew that thereby he did run ha- 
zards, and procure many frowncs. He refufed to fub- 
Scribe the late Engagement, though thereby he was in 
danger to be taken off from his e/tminffer Lecture. And 
if his Sermons preached there, upon Ephe/,2.2,3.( concer- 
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ning mens walking according totheccurfe of this world, Ge - 
fulfilling the lafts of the flefh, &c.) could be co leAted and’ > 
publifhed thereby it would be manifeft chat M'. Whitaker 
in love unto his Lord Chrift,was a man of good metal and 
magnanimity,. — bf Oz 
3. One more privare proof of the good mans valiant - 
-Jove to Chrift I will make bold to infert ; becaufe my felf : 
can knowingly atteft its truth. Since thefe Rormy dayes, 
wherein the liberty and livelihood of Miniftershave been .

doth manifeft that he was very rich in Grace; but there- 
unto Iwill add five more graces which were very fhining

1, Tendernefs of heart. . Who ever knew man ofa 
more melting frame before God whether in confeflions, 
petitions, orthankfgivings> Is there. acy one living char 
can fay, Ihave fomctimes joyned with him in Prayer, and 
he fhed notears? How did his own finfulnefle,( (though 
no more then the ordinary. imperfections of the faireft 
Saints on earth ) the evils of the times, and the teima- 
nies of Gods diipleafure breaking outbreak his beart i into 
pieces? Truly believe, that for the fpace of many years, 
he did never come off from the Serious confideration: of 
thefe things with dry eyes: And how many thoufands 
would account it afıgne of much love. from Chrift. if 
they ‚could finde fuch thawings in. their frozen 
breafts. 

2. Meekne/s of fpirit. With this precious Jewel be 
was adorned richly. Who ever faw him tranfported by 
paffion,ona fire through foolifh anger, or difguifed by dif 
content? Though he would be warm for God, yet he was 
amanofa cool fpirir, meek, like Kofes, in all his own 
concernments. Among many other manifeftations here- 
of, this one was remarkable, that when upon warm dif 
putes with men of diffenting principles and opinions, his 
{pirit was fo even, that unhandfome provocations would 
not difcompofe him. Hereof I could ive inftances; but 
I muft forbear: 

3. For Parience he may well be called a fecond Job. 
Many who faw him under his racking pains, fo frequently 
reiterated , and fo long continued , are confident that- 
God. did put him , and keep him in his furnace to be a 
pattern of patience uato pofterity. It’s true, he did roar 


‚many times till his throat was dry, but who ever heard

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him fpeak one word of murmuring or difcontent becaufe 
of Gods afflicting providence > Hehimfelf indeed would 

fometimes through tendernefle charge himfelf of impati- 
ency, becaufehe made anoife, whereas that cxpreffed on~ 

Ty Natures fenfiblenc{fe not finful frowardnels. And when 
(accnfing himfelf in that kinde caufelefly) he was minded 
of Chrifts roarings, though free from all fin, he would be 
filent. I confefle that in defires to be diffolved, he would 
take up fobs complaint: Wherefore is light given to himthat 

‘ts in mifery, and life unto the bitter in foul? Which long for 
death, but it cometh not, and dig for it more then for hid treas 
fares, &c.for my fighing cometh before 1 eat, and my roar- 

ings-are poured out like watert , Job 3. 20, 24. But he 
alwayes concluded with fubmiffion unto the good pleature 
of God. When he had been asked how he did? this was 
frequently his anfwer, The bufh alwayes burning, but not 
confumed ; and though my pains be above the ftrength of nas. 
ture,yet they are not above the [upports of grace. 

_ 4. TheLord gave him fo muchof the Spirit of grace and 
fepplications that his foul was never out of tune for tliat: 
fervice. Moft of his words when under torment were ho- 
ly complaints and prayers to God: fome of them I wilt 
record,that they may not be forgotten, O my God help! 
Father of mercies pity! Do not contend for ever, confider 
my frame,that 1 am but duf} !

. nary expreflions of himfelf before God , fpake loud : Poor 
_ worm, fitful wretch | O pardon my tranfgreffions for they ate 
very great. Hercupon he would weep much when he was 
told how much he was prayed for, wondering at Gods 
goodnefle that fo worthlefs a wretch fhould have fo much 
intereftinthe hearts and prayers of the people of the 
‘Lord. And his language in his Will reports how little 
‘he wasin his own eyes: The words are there, Z des 
fire that at my Funeral there may be no pomp , but that fo 
‚poor a worthleffe wretch may be privately laid in tke 
‚ground. f 
Thus from the rare’ Graces received, I proceed to 
the rich Comforts vouchfafed, as manifeftations of Chrifts 
fingular love towards this Saint ofthe moft high God. 
+O what kiffes of Chrifts mouth, and what embraces from 
the arms of his love were beftowed upon this man of God! 
He enjoyed all along hissfidted condition, an uninter- 
‘rupted aflurance of Gods fatherly love in Chrift.In his ad~ 
drefies to God he conftantly claimed propriety, Iy God, 
andmy Father. -His inward peace and joy, were the 
Support of his heart under allhis grinding pains, ‘He was 
confident of mercies mixtures with all his grievous diltem- 
pers, not ac all doubting of the SanGification of them 
‘through grace, Thus he Ipake many times in his Applica- 
tionsto God: Confider and [ave me, forlam thine.

Truly Iknow no man-of his eftate © 
more liberal. He would often fay, Jı’sabrave thing 
when aman with a fall efate bath acharitable heart. Somes 
times upon fpecial occafions he himfelf hath given away 
al! the money he hadin.hishoufe. It was not unufual 
with him to giye twenty fhillings unto a poor Saint,and 
he had many experiences of Gods gracious returns in fuch 
cafes. By his Will he gave 20/. to the godly poor of his 

own Parifh. 
There were twocafes wherein his loves were moft en- 
larged to the people of God , whereof I fhall give in 
twoinftances. The one when their fufferings were pub- 
lick, He hath often told me that Englands Sate 
breach with Scotland, and the blood fhed , with other 
fad confequences thereof, had taken fuch impreffion up- 
-on his heart,that the forrow would never be removed till 
his death. And che fufferings both in Holland and Eng- 
land, upon our late Sea-fights, were great burdens upon 
his fpirit. The other cafe was in reference to the inward 
perplexity of fuch as were afflictedin minde. Having 
moved me the week before his death to beftow a vifit up- 
onone in thatcondition, the morning before his death, 
(when fpeech was grievous in refpect of his weakneffes;he 
asked me whether I had remembred the party troubled in 
fpirit ê which is a remarkable evidence of ftrong loves. 
Befides all that hath been mentioned , I could relate his 
many wreftlings with God co prevent the flood of trou-- 
bles which be apprehended the Proteftant Churches are. 
now in danger to be overflowed withal; as alfo hiscom- 
paffionate refpe&t to Congregations in the Country, wko 
were like fheep wandring upon the barren mountains 

without a fhepherd. | 

The fourth head of my Narrative fhould hold forth the 
love which he received from the Saints of God. What 
‚godiy heart that either knew him, or heard of his fame, 
‘didnot love him > Iwill not fpeak of the frequent friend- 
ly vifits of the Religious ones inthe neighborhood round 
about. I never heard of any man‘fo much Be 
i oth 
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‘both in publick and private. There was no particular 
cafe fo frequently , fo affeClionately fpread before God 
in moft ot the Congregations about London as his. Three 
dayes were fecapart by Minifters, and many other pray- 

ing friends to {eek God in his behalf; onein private,and 
two in publick , which alfo were obferved much better 
then fuch dayes nfually are; yea, inremote Countreys, 
befides the ordinary prayers made fcr him, there were 
fome Fafts kept, with {pecial reference co his affliction. 
The multitude of people attending; his Funeral, wich che 
many weeping eyes, did witneflehow much he was belo- 
ved. Here I might remember the readinefle of London- _ 
Miniftersto fupply his place at home, and Le&ures elfe- ° 
where,as alfo the willingnefs of fellow-LeCturers at We/?- 
minfter to preach for him there, when he himfelf by rea~ ~ 
fon of weaknefs could not poffibly do hisown work: But 
I may be filent, for {till every where upon the naming of 
him, love isfome way difcovered by fuch who had know- 
ledgeofhim. = 75, vun 1: (an jo 

Though- t have related much concerning the worth of 

this good man, yet my conicience tells me, that I have 
rather been defective then exceffive in my relation. I 
have not told you of his humility, expreffed by fears left 
Gods people praying for him fhould {peak too well of 
him before the Lord. Neither have I mentioned his felf- 
denial , never daring to lookafter great matters in the 
world, whereby he condemneth many whofe felf-feeking 
in earthly advantages, rendreth them very offenfive and 
unfavoury in the Church of Chrift. Towards his end 
neither faith nor patience did abate, though his grievous 
paines were more frequent and violent; in, which 
regards his longings for death were much increafed, yet 
attended with holy fubmiflion unto the good pleafure of 
God: Thefe were fome of his expreflions, O my God 
break open the prifon-door, and fet my poore captive foul free, 
but-enable me willingly.towait thy time Idefire to bedif- ` 
c filoed; never did any man more defire life then I do death 
When will that time come, when 1 {hall neither fin more, nor 
forrow 
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forrow mor When foall mortality put on immortality? When 
foall his earthly be difolved, that I may be cloathed upon 
with that boufe which ss from heaven ?Bleffed are the dead. 
which dye in the Lord, for they vef from their labors., and 
follow the Lamb where[oever he goeth: 

= The Sabbath feven-night before God releafed him, 
though his paines were very fharp, yet he beftowed mof 
part of the time of publick. Ordinances in prayer with 
thofe that were with bim, and his petitions were moft for 
Minifters,that God would cloath his Ordinances with his. 
own power, and enable Minifters to fpeak unto the fouls 
-Of people. Then alfo he did with many tears bewail his. 
detainment from the Sanctuary and Sabbathsopportuni- 
ties, which had been his. delight ; profeffing alfo., chat 
his being taken off from fervice was a greater a Mi &ion to. 
him thenallhis pains. And becaufe this apprehenfion , 
(viz.-his unferviceableneffe.) did much afli& him; there.. 
fore this was: often fuggefted to. him, ( which alfo was ree. 
lieving to his fpirit, ) viz. that now by the pra&ice of 
Faith, Patience, contentment, and Spiritualnefle ( which 
he had formerly preached yhe was very profitable unto- 
them who did vifit him, and might alfo prove very advan. 
tageous unto others who might be acquainted. therewith, 
through Gods grace by Chaft. So great was his tender 
refpect unto his friends, that when his pains. were coming. 
' with violence, he wou!d intreatthemco.with-draw from 
him, thatthey might not be grieved with his roarings, 
He would often blefs God, that his compaflionatc friends. 
were not neceflitated to abide within the reach of his: 
doleful lamentations. ; Ye $

was not likely to live another day, 1 went early in the 
morning to.take my leave of him ( whom my foul loved).
